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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 
The species are as follows: 

I. Figures 3-5 .directed to method of increasing pressure by decreasing mass 
flow rate of process gas out of process chamber. 

II. Figures 8-10,directed to method of increasing pressure by increasing mass 
flow rate of process gas into process chamber. 

III. Figures 11-15, directed to method of increasing rate of pressure increase by 
supplying purge gas. 

IV. Figures 16-18,directed to method of increasing pressure by coupling with 
pump inverter. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species to be examined even though the requirement 
may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing 
the elected species, including any claims subsequently added.
